PEASANT CULTURE. 


a 
LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
SYDOW. 


eary, before a large gathering of 
students an le of the locality, Professor 
Sydow, of the University of Land, Sweden, 
delivered an address on “Nationality and 
Peasant Culture.” In order to gather old 
inch -_ traditions AS mouths of the 
ri ing peasants, essor Sydow has 
me to Ire and; he has spent about three 
Peake in Ballingeary, where he has collected 
much valuable material. 

Professor Sydow's address may be summed 
up as follows :—Our peasant tales and tradi- 
tions embody all that is oldest and most 
characteristic of our race. They stand for 
what is national as opposed to “ international 
culture.” Of all the peoples of Europe none 
has preserved its national traditions, tales and 
customs more faithfully than the Irish—tradi- 
tions as old as those of Greece and Rome. The 
Irish tales show marked relationship with 
those of other European peoples, but have 
suffered far less by contamination from neigh- 
bouring countries. To let this native culture 
slip away from us would be a national dis- 
aster. Henee the necessity of keeping alive 
the national language, its tales and its music. 

ese are the soul of the nation. 

To preserve such traditions should be the 
prime interest of every Government. By the 
education of the ehildren in the schools, by 
the establishment of peasant high schools, 
such as exist in Sweden, by the endowment 
of suitable museums, much may be done to 

romote ‘‘peasant culture.” The national 

nguage must depend for its vigour on the 
preservation of the dialects; they will be the 
source of its inspirations. 

On the conclusion of the Professor's address 
a vote of thanks was proposed by the Very 
Rev. Gerald O'Nolan, M.A., D.Litt.. Presi- 
dent of the Ballingeary College. Dr. O'Nolan 
made a strong appeal to all present to derive 
all possible benefit from the advice of Pro- 
fessor Sydow, and to show. by their en- 
thusiasm for the language, its traditions avd 
music that they appreciate the treasures 
handed on to us from our distant forefathers.

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RINGSEND AS IT WAS. 


DECAY OF FISHING INDUSTRY. 


30 years aco 60 vessels of 50 tons. 

20 years ago suas“ 40 vessels of 40 tons. 

Now ... . 5 vessels of 10 tona. 

Thus, in a nutshell, is indicated the radual, 
but certain, decay of the industry which at 
one time was the mainstay of a large pro 
tion of the population of Ringsend The 
vessels were associated with the fishing trade, 
and twenty years ago 160 families gained 
substance out of it, as against 15 now. Up 
to twenty years ago the vessels engaged in 
this calling were propelled by sails, but now 
the few employed are driven by motors, and 
the legislation which insists on their going 
to deep water makes their occupation pre- 
carious, and at times very unprofitable. 

The presence of steam trawlers and the use 
of the “ring' net change the location of the 
shoals of fish so frequently that there are 
occasions upon which the members of the 
Ringsend fishing fleet go out and return with- 
out a haul that would pay for the time spent 
or for the petrol The result of this 
decadence is that Ringsend has in recent years 
suffered an extensive depletion of its popula- 
tion, and now erstwhile residents are to be 
found on the English and Scottish trawlers, 
while not a few have made their homes in 
America and the Colonies. Derelict houses 
and silted slipways, up and down which the 
boasts of the fishermen once moved, remain 
to tell their tale, and here and there one finds 
the rotting posta from which in former days 
there hung the nets to dry. 

In a very attenuated form, however, Rings- 
end has one of its old industries left. Boat- 
building and boat-repairing still continue, but 
where there existed almost fifty yards a cen- 
tury ago, there are now but three in opera- 
tion. A goodly number of men have employ- 
ment in these, but their work consists largely 
in making ag the damage which has been 
caused by the wear and tear of the sea, and 
by the contact between the vessels and the 
wharves in rough weather. Occasionally, how- 
ever, a new boat is ordered. 

In an eighteenth century record of Dublin 
we find that the citizen of the time— 

Contented himself with a walk te Ringsend to 
eat eockles at a very tavern, the sign of the 
Highlander, and to play billiards at Mre. Sher- 
lock’s, the price 2d. “á game te the table, the 
marker being the proprietress herself, a sister of 
a celebrated dswortd playet, who defeated Figs, 
the well-known English champion. 

With many cockle-picking has become a 
necessity in Ringsend now; there are some 
taverns, but few le down there have 
either the heart, the desire or the money to 
indulge in billiards, Life is terribly stern 
there at the moment.

hands and to err on the small rather than the 
large size. But, remember, that it is not 
possible to get the same control of the ball 
with too thin a handle as it is apt to turn in 
your hand. The average man seldom requires 
a grip of more than five inches, and a woman 
43 inches. No player has a more delicate 
touch than Vincent Richards, and yet he 
plays with a handle which is nearly six inches 
round. 

A hard season’s tennis must put a big 
strain on the muscles of the right arm. It 
is commonsense to take some precaution to 
counteract this strain or something may give 
way. I have found that ordinary dumbbell 
exercises, which should be carried out every 
morning, will keep the muscles well tuned 
up and strong enough to stand any jar. By 
this means I have avoided tennis arm over 4 


a weak wrist. 

A winding movement may be included in 
your exercises with advantage. Any home- 
made contrivance will do. A broom-handle 
can be balanced between the backs of 
two chairs. Your dumbbell must be attached 
to a cord, the other end of which should be 
fastened to the handle. Grip the broom- 
handle with your playing hand, and wind 
the weight slowly up and down. Three minutes 
of this will be all that is necessary. . 

I have heard of several cases of tennis arm 
where these exercises have produced a cure, 
provided the arm has been rested first. The 
malady often seems to come on when the 
sufferer has not been playing for some time, 
and suddenly takes to it again. He would be 
well advised to go slow after an enforced 
rest. 

For similar reasons it is a splendid gi 
to do general daily exercises. Spraine 
ankles or knees, and such-like annoyances, 
mav then be avoided. Quick walking, that 
most excellent exercise of all, will keep a 
man fit and hard for lawn tennis. It is most 
sadly neglected in these day of motors, tubes, 
und *buses by one and all.

FIFTH TEST MATCH DRAWN. 


As in the fourth game at Manchester, rain com- 
pletely ruined the fifth, a.d concluding, Test Match 
at Kennington Oval yesterday. Play went on for 
fifty minutes, when a heavy storm burst over the 
ground and thoroughly flooded the wicket. This 
occurred at ten minutes to one, and, although the 
rain ceased, the weather remained dull and threaten- 
ing. About 2 o'clock there was more thunder and 
lightning, :nd another heavy fall, which settled 
matters, stumps being pulled up at a quarter past 
two, and the match abandoned as a draw. Even 
if the second downpour had not come on, it is 
doubtful whether any further cricket would have 
been possible, for the ground had been saturated 
on Monday, and was consequently very susceptible 
to the slightest wet. Water still lay in pools in 
depressions on the centre of the ground as the 
result of the deluge which ade g cricket, and 
following the second downpour the pitch was again 
under water. Such a slow recovery did the turf 
make during the night and early morning that not 
until 12 o'clock could the game be proceeded with. 
Then, in fifty minutes, England increased their 
score of 332 for six wickets to 421 for eight.

ment of the fresh air with healthy amusement and 
ma ought to be done. He heartily approved of 
the scheme in contemplation, and commended it to 
their support. (Applause.) 

Mr. John E. Healy (trish Press G.S.) eaid that 
he had very .ittle to add to what Lord Glenavy 
had said. The movement in favour of public golf was 
not of recent growth: it had been on foot for a 
good = many = years and there was one 
venerable golfer, Mr. John Lamsden, who had done 
yeoman's service in the cause. Then there was the 
Rev. Mr. Morrow, who always took a prominent 
part in forwarding the movement for municipal 
golf. After alluding to the reasons which prompted 
the Irish Press GS. to take the matter up, the 
speaker commented on the benefits which would 
accrue to the community generally by the introduc- 
tion of public golf. The opportunity for making a 
success of the movement was, he added, ter 
vow than it had ever been before, and he thought 
that they had reason to h that the Government 
would be in sympathy with them. He suggested 
that a deputation should be appointed to meet the 
Government, and if the Government gave them 
their support they would be in a position to grapple 
with the movement. 

The Rev, Mr. Morrow said that he would prefer 
the appointment of a committee to go into the whole 
scheme, and then they could meet again and appoint 
the deputation ; otherwise he could not see how the 
deputation could speak for them in respect to the 
practical working of the scheme. It was over 
twenty years ago since he took up the matter of 
municipal olf in the Jrish Times, It was 
premature then; public opinion was not ripe for it 
at the time. were now in a different position, 
for they had public opinion in favour of the move- 
ment. The workers could not pay the fees of their 
ordinary clubs, and unless they could have a public 
course there would be nó course for the working 
men of Dublin. They should make an effort to 
overcome the difficulties in the way. 

The Chairman said that they had to make sure they 
were going to get the ground. Then they could 
appoint a committee to go inte details; but first let 
them make certain that they were going to get the

. Mr. Morrow said he was willing to move

Mr. Power asked if the subject they were dis- 
cussing was municipal golf, to which the Chairman 
teplied that the question of municipal golf 
did not arise.

SOUTHERN GUN DOG LEAGUE, 


FIELD TRIALS. 
(BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Second Annual League Trials of the 
Southern Gun Dog League were held last week 
near Kilfinane, on the mountains of the Hon. 
Witlam French and Major-General Franks, when 
two stakes—one open and the other confined to 
members—were decided. An entry of twelve in the 
former and seventeen in the latter had been 
oltained, and there was Keen competition for both. 
The first day's meet was at Glenosheen at 10 
o'clock, and, although it had rained heavily all the 
mrning, a good company had assembled. The 
jiadiges were The Macgillycuddy and Mr. John 
Elliott, of Strabane, and the steward of the meet 
was Mr. Philip Harold Barry. 

When the first brace were put down, after 
asccnding a steep mountain, the rain had cleared 
away and a stiff breeze prevailed.. Scent was good, 
and the dogs were given good tests. The only 
diawback to an otherwise sporting meeting was 
the scarcity of game, and the judges, in making 
the awards, especially on Wednesday, when very 
few birds were seen, had an wunenviable task 
during the two days. There was no pack found 
containing more than five birds, and it was with 
great difficulty that the tests were carried out. 
Indeed, some of the heats had to be decided on 
the finding of a solitary strip, and, of course. this 
is very unsatisfactory, as some very good dogs may 
have been eliminated from the final tests. ] 
understand that steps are being taken to remedy 
this, and a syndicate of sporting gentlemen is being 
formed with the view of preserving these mountains 
and importing birds. 

The grounds are admirable for the holding of 
field trials, and a good deal of interest is being 
shown by the local peopie in the matter. a big 
crowd following the work of the dogs on the first 
day. After several heats had been carried ont the 
jndges made their awards on the first day cs 
follows :— 

Mr. George Bennett's Irish setter dor Eiltog, 
first; Major © Kelly's Irish setter bitch June. 
second; and the same owner's Irish setter dog 
Gilpin third. 

The Cup presented by the club was awarded to 
FEiltog. and certificates of merit were civen to Dr 
J. MeGuire’s Enclish setter bitch Ohilbeach Freda 
end Mr. P. Cronin’s Irish setter dom Clough Darric. 

The second day's trial was carried out in very 
favourable weather, but same was even § scarcer 
than on the first day, and very few birds were 
seen. Taken on the whole the work of the dogs 
was good; but owners must endeavour to teach 
their dogs to back better than they do, and some 
were rather unsteady to shot and wing. Doubtless, 
as time goes on these drawbacks will have more 
attention, and as field frials are now becoming so 
popular, both in Northern and Southern Ireland, 
the work of the dogs will improve. After a series 
of tests on the second day the awards were made 
as follows :—

ADOPT NEW BRITISH ACT,

The British Civil Service Confederation 
announced yesterday that the associations 
represented on the staff side of the Civil 
Service National Whitley Council, have, in 
reply to representations recently made, been 
informed by the Minister of Finance of the 
Government of Northern Ireland, that it is 
proposed to incorporate a clause in the 
Northern.

COMMANDER CRAVEN’S 
COMMENTS.

Some serious observations on shipbuild- 
ing prospects were made yesterday by 
Commander C, W. Craven, managing 
director of the Naval Construction Works, 
Barrow-in-Furness, after the launching of 
the steamship Geraldine Mary, a cargo 
vessel built for the Anglo-Newfoundland 
Development Company. 

He said that he believed that no great 
industries in the country were passing through 
such a prolonged and serious state of de- 
pression as those of shipbuilding and the 
allied trades of engineering and steelmaking. 
That wes serious enough in a works that 
had heen dependent for a large part of its 
work from Government departments, but they, 
in Barrow, had felt it in a special degree, 
for, while 99 per cent of their pre-war work 
was for our own and foreign navies, at one 
time during the slump that had fallen to 
under one per cent. of the orders in hand. 
In August, 1914, they employed 16,000 men 
in those works, and at the time of their maxi- 
mum war ontput they were employing 36,000 
men and women. Just shout the time that 
the Geraldine Mary was laid down they had 
been reduced to 4,868, including the staff. 
They had now gradually worked up to 9,300, 
and it was interesting to know that severg! 
of those men, who were adventurous enough 
to emigrate to America during the worst 
period of depression, had now returned to the 
town and the company's employment.

The Warning to Egypt. 


No fresh disturbances have been re- 
ported from the Sudan during the last 
few days, but the situation is still serious. 
Apparently, the mischief-makers have laid 
their plans with great care, and are 


series of risings throughout the Sudan. 
The prompt action of the British Govern- 
ment in sending reinforcements to the 
affected areas has had excellent results. 
The appearance of four bombing aero- 
planes at Khartoum made a salutary 
impression on the local malcontents, 
while the despatch of a few warships to 
Port Sudan was sufficient to convince 
those agitators who were looking for 
trouble that their further search might 
be successful even to the point of grave 
personal risk. Nevertheless, the seeds of 
unrest have been sown thoroughly. Anti- 
British propaganda has been active in 
every corner of the country, and the whole 
business is the work of the Egyptians. 
The Sudanese themselves have little or 
nothing to do with it. In the North, no 
doubt, some of the richer natives are 
anxious to see the end of British rule in 
order that they may be enabled once 
more to pursue their lucrative slave trade ; 
but the mass of the people hate the 
Egyptians. They have sufficient sense to 
know that, until they are in a position to 
govern themselves, they will fare infinitely 
better under British rule than they 
could hope to fare under the inefficient 
and slovenly administration of Egyptian 
effendis. 

We are very glad that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald's Government has talked plainly 
to the Egyptians. The Cairo Government 
has behaved extremely badly. As soon as 
the riots broke out at Atbara, where Arab 
guards shot a number of Egyptian rail- 
way troops, it issued an official statement 
in which, in an endeavour to arouse 
hostility to British rule, it alleged that 
fire had been opened by British soldiers. 
The British military authorities imme- 
diately denied this charge, and were able 
to prove that no British soldiers were 
near the scene of the shooting. Still the 
Egyptians persisted in their groundless 
charge, and last Saturday a subordinate 
official of the Egyptian Legation in 
London called at the Foreign Office with 
a Note of protest in which the story of the 
Atbara affair was repeated. The Foreign 
Office lost no time in dealing with this 
crude breach of diplomatic etiquette. The 
Egyptian official was informed there and 
then that the British Government would 
do everything in its power to support its 
servants in the Sudan. He was told that 
sedition and outrage would be met with 
the firmest military measures, and that 
His Majesty's Government would continue 
to hold itself responsible for the main- 
tenance of order in Sudanese territory. 
At the end of the interview he was sent 
away with the news that the Foreign 
Office had nothing to add to its verbal 
statement. As a result of the Egyptian 
Government’s bad manners in entrusting 
such an important mission to a subordi- 
nate official, no official cognisance is being 
taken of its Note. 

The Egyptian Government, as the 
Americans would say, seems to be 
“ chancing its arm.” Zaghlul Pasha, who 
is in France at present, has telegraphed 
his approval of its action to Cairo, and 
there seems to be a general belief in 
Egypt that if a sufficiently firm stand is 
taken, and if a sufficient number of out- 
rages is organised, Britain will be induced 
to withdraw her troops from the Sudan. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald knows perfectly 
well, however, that the movement 
against British rule in the Sudan is 
purely artificial. It is inspired by Caifo, 
where the wilder spirits among Zaghlul

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Sudan, British policy would not tolerate 
its abandonment; for the foute to 
India and the Far Kast must be 
kept free. The Egyptians, however, have 
absolutely no claim to the Sudan. All 
their talk about historic ties is rubbish. 
There is as little affinity between the 
Sudanese Arabs and the Egyptian fella- 
heen as there is between the Irish and 
the Japanese. The Egyptians simply 
want to lay their hands on the achieve- 
ments of British industry in the Sudan, 
and seem to think that the existence of a 
Socialist Government in England gives 
them the opportunity for which they have 
been waiting. They are destined to re- 
ceive a very unpleasant shock in the near 
future, if they persist in their present 
policy.

Weather and Crops. 


Harvest prospects in Ireland are not 
so bad as the exceptionally wet weather 
would suggest. Two or three weeks of 
sunshine now would redeem the situation. 
Sunday s heavy fall of rain came as a 
sad blow to the farmers, and the low 
temperature of the last few nights is un- 
favourable. In the North the damage due 
to wet weather has been most serious, 
while in the South the crops have suffered 
least. Reports from County Wexford are 
reassuring on the whole; winter cereals 
are well above the average, and barley, 
th» main crop of the county, is abundant. 
The rain has rendered hay-making difficult 
throughout the country and the harvest 
is poor in quality and quantity. The 
potato crop has been the cause of much 
anxious speculation and the general 
opinion is that the harvest will be below 
the average. Blight is widespread owing 
to excessive damp. Spraying has been 
carried out more generally than usual, 
but in some cases it was begun too |ate. 
Moreover, even where spraying has checked 
the disease, it seems certain that the 
potatoes will suffer in quality. Reports 
from the Midlands are the most hopeful, 
and, in spite of gloomy prophecies from 
the West, our correspondent writes from 
Ballina that “potatoes are a plentiful 
crop.” In the South prospects for the 
potato harvest are below normal, but the 
quality is described as being better than 
was anticipated earlier in the year. Wheat 
is backward and poor in the head, and 
the yield is not expected to be satisfac- 
tory. In this respect Ireland shares a 
situation which is world-wide. Canada is 
expected to produce only 320,000,000 
bushels this year—less than three-quarters 
of the 1923 crop. Canada is capable of 
producing more than sufficient wheat for 
all the white races in the world. At 
present she suffers from a very small 
population compared with her vast area, 
and the Jabourers are few. Scientific 
culture of wheat has been begun, however, 
and, with greater development, it will 
produce astonishing results. Reports of 
losses through flood and storm continue 
to reach us from all parts of the world. 
In Madras this year’s rainfall has beaten 
all previous records. The fall during the 
last two months in one district reached 
the extraordinary figure of 102.54 inches, 
with the result that the most fertile part 
of the Presidency has been devastated by 
the rivers to which it owes its usual 
prosperity. Boats have been substituted 
for trains by the South Indian Railway 
Company, and thousands of houses have 
been washed away. The present year has 
been as notable for the persistence of 
heavy rain as 1921 was for the lack of it. 
We may feel thankful that in Ireland the 
effects promise not to be irreparable, 


M. Herriot’s Next Problem. 


Having solved his biggest problem in 
London, the French Prime Minister must 
address himself now to many matters of 
domestic policy. We may believe that, 
of them all, he will approach with most 
anxiety and least enthusiasm the religious 
question in Alsace and Lorraine. The 
situation there, as described by the 
Special Correspondent of The Times at 
Strasbourg, presents difficulties which 
Irishmen will be able to appreciate. In 
their patriotic instincts these redeemed 
provinces of France are thoroughly 
French; in religion they are overwhelm- 
ingly Roman Catholic. The proportion of 
Roman Catholics in Lorraine is, perhaps, 
ninety per cent., and in both provinces the 
influence of the priests, who act not only 
as spiritual advisers, but as schoolmasters, 
editors and municipal councillors, is 
enormous, German Governments, between 
1870 and 1914, interfered little with this 
religious régime; but now France, having 
regained her lost provinces, proposes to 
apply to them the Separation Act of 1906. 
M. Herriot declared two months ago in 
the Chamber of Deputies that the Govern- 
ment proposed, with all speed, to confer 
the benefits of Republican legislation, in 
its entirety, on “the dear people at last 
handed back to France.” The Separation 
Act, passed during a national tempest of 
anti-clericalism, divorced the French State 
completely from the Roman Catholic 
Church, withdrew the stipends of the 
clergy and secularised the State schools. 
The two provinces are resolved to resist 
this peril, and twenty-one of their twenty- 
four deputies in the French Chamber have 
made the most vigorous protests to the 
Government. On the other hand, the 
Government takes the position that the 
very existence of these deputies brings the 
provinces under majority rule, which, in 
the general interests of France, must be 
enforced. Here is all the material for a 
very dangerous clash between religion and 
patriotism. The French mind is almost 
terribly logical, but the utmost considera- 
tion is due to a community that has main- 
tained its loyalty throughout fifty years 
of servitude to a foreign Power.

The Span of Life. 


Science proved long ago that the stature 
of the civilised races has increased sensibly 
during the last few hundreds of years. 
Indeed, it is manifest that the average 
man of the present day could not fit him- 
self into a sixteenth century suit of 
armour. Now science tells us that the

average boy of to-day has a distinctly 
longer expectation of life than his grand- 
father had at the same age. Facts and 
figures in support of this statement are 


ot age constituted 133 per cent, of the 
popajatien ; by 1911 the proportion had | 


declined to 10.7 per cent., and in-1921 it 
wes 8.8 per cent. In this last year, there- 
fore, the proportion of young children was 
only 66 per cent. of what it was eighty 
years ago. On the other hand, the pro- 
portion of persons over sixty-five was 36 
per cent. greater than in 1841. Last year 
had the lowest death-rate and infant 
mortality rate on record in Great Britain ; 
and the birth-rate (19.7 per thousand) was 
also the lowest recorded, except during the 
war years. The increase in the expecta- 
tion of life is due to a variety of factors, 
for most of which the developments of the 
civic spirit and of public sanitation are 
responsible. To-day infant life is pro- 
tected everywhere. Hygiene is taught in 
schools. Slow, but steady, progress is 
being made in the provision of healthy 
houses for the working classes. Medical 
research has abolished. some of the 
epidemic diseases which formerly took a 
heavy toll of the population, and has re- 
duced the menace of others. The improve- 
ment almost certainly will be maintained, 
and the proportion of old, but healthy and 


active, people of both sexes will continue 
to increase.

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“” THE POSITION OF NORTHERN 


IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The motal aspect of the Ulster Plan- 
tation would provide an interesting subject for 
discussion in a debating society, but can be 
of no practical consequence to-day. There 
must be some Statute ot Limitation to claims 
of rightful ownership, and three hundred years 
is amply sufficient tor the Ulster Colony. 

I think that the main cause of the misunder- 
standing, and consequent conflicts, between 
the Engiish and Irish was that the English 
thought in terms of feudal law, while the 
Irish thought in terms of Brehon law. In 
any case, the fact remains that the political 
and ecclesiastical leaders of Ireland accepted 
the English Sovereign as feudal lord of 
Ireland. This was not the result of conquest, 
but of agreement or treaty. I think it pro- 
bable that the Irish chieftains did not fully 
understand or realise the full consequences ot 
what they had done; but it was quite clear to 
the English. The Irish chieftains now held 
their positions and territories as liegemen of 
the English Sovereign, and, if they broke 
their allegiance, they forfeited their positions 
and territories. Your correspondent, '' United 
Ireland,” admits that this was the position of 
O'Neill and O'Donnell. Well, if they chose 
to break their compact, they must suffer the 
penalty. This appeared to be a most obvious 
moral principle in the eyes of the English. 
The proper time for Ireland to fight as a 
united nation was when Henry Il. landed 
with his forces in 1171. Instead of resisting 
him with all her might, she admitted his 
claim to be her suzerain. Her subsequent 
fighting was—in the eyes of the English, at 
least—only wicked and unjustifiable and 
irritating rebellion. 

Our modern Irish patriots argue as if 
humanity were divided into Gaels and other 
people. It was a glorious achievement for 
the Gaels to annex the Ireland of the Tuatha 
De Danaan and the Firbolgs, but it was a 
wicked act of aggression for the Anglo- 
Normans to annex the Ireland of the Gaels. 
Gaels might lawfully occupy the happy 
hunting-grounds of the Red Indians of North 
America or the Black Fellows of Australia, 
but it is intolerable that Englishmen and 
Scotsmen should occupy the waste and con- 
fiscated lands of Ulster. The truth, as your 
gorrespondent, Mr. William Crawford, points 
out, is that we moderns have a keener sense 
of justice and mercy than our forefathers. One 
reason for this is that the struggle for ex- 
istence is not now so keen. In the old days, 
if you did not wipe out your enemy when 
you got the chance, you had to face the pro- 
ability that he would wipe you out when 
he got the chance. England to-day can afford 
to be indulgent to her enemies to a degree 
that many regard as weakness, or even sur- 
render—the Treaty with Sinn Fein is an 
example—but her apparent weakness is the 
result of the consciousness of her strength. 
She candidly and generously admits her many 
faults in her dealings with Ireland, and she 
has made a great act of atonement. 

Let Ireland do the same and learn to forgive 
and forget. The men who perpetrated the 
wrongs on both sides are long ago gone to 
their account. We living Irishmen and 
Englishmen have no responsibility either for 
the massacres of 1641 or for the stern reprisals 
of Cromwell. What I most strongly protest 
against is that any section of Irishmen should 
now call upon England to perpetrate another 
shocking act of injustice against the colony 
which she planted in Ulster to further her 
own policy of  statecraft. Let the 
Free State now show a generous and 
chivalrous appreciation of the position of 
Northern Ireland, and accept such a 
; rectification of the boundary between the two 
States as Northern Ireland will agree to, and 
I am sure that Ulster will not be irresponsive. 

“ United Ireland” speaks of the Ulster 
Unionists as “a body of men who are not 
Gaels.’ On the contrary, they are more 
Gaelic than the men of Leinster. In Leinster 
you can make a fairly accurate guess at a 
man's religion and politics from his name. 
One thing that surprised me most when living 
in Ulster was the prominence of Gaelic names 
among the staunchest of Orangemen and 
Uniomsts. There are lots of O’Neills and 
O’Donnells among them.—Yours, etc.,

LONDON LETTER. 
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VISCOUNT GREY'S RETIRE. 
MENT.

Viscount Grey of Fallodon has con. 
firmed the rumours which have been in 
circulation since the session opened of 
his intention to resign the leadership of 
the Liberal Party in the House of Lords. 
The announcement does not come as a 
surprise in political circles, where it has 
been recognised for some time that Lord 
Grey's health has not been of the best. 
His reasons for this step are purely 
personal. No political significance attaches 
to it. As a matter of fact, his sight 
has been troubling him again, and, 
naturally, he is anxious to leave 
severely alone anything that may cause 
the least strain to his eyes. Lord 
Grey has many rich resources of private 
interest, and his enforced retirement from 
political activity will not leave such ~« 
gap in his life as some of his politica] 
contemporaries might experience. His 
great hobbies always have been study of 
bird life and fishing, and his book on fiy- 
fishing is a classic in the literature of 
sport. Lord Grey, who has just passed 
his sixty-second year, will be succeeded by 
Earl Beauchamp, a redoubtable Liberal. 
who, besides being First Commissioner of 
Works in Mr. Asquith’s Administration, 
was at one time Governor of New South 
Wales. 


Socialist Protectioniste. 


If the Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury progresses on the lines of his 
Scarborough speech, he may one day be 
welcomed to the ranks of the Tariff Re- 
formers. In the course of some rather 
severe heckling on the question of duties 
on imports being a cure for the constant 
waves of unemployment that sweep the 
country, Mr. Graham confessed that, 
while generally the Socialists were Free 
Traders, they were not slaves to that 
doctrine. He seemed to reserve in the 
corner of his heart a soft spot for the 
“ possibilities”’ of tariffs in “ certain 
circumstances.” His reference to there 
being the elements among Socialist back 
benchérs of a strong Tariff Reform party 
was, of course, a sly dig at Mr. Purcell's 
attitude in connection with the abolition 
of the McKenna duties and the resultant 
effect on the motor industry in Coventry, 
which constituency that member repre- 
sents. Mr. Purcell had a few supporters 
among his colleagues, but their opposi- 
tion to the Government fell short of 
giving an adverse vote when the critical 
division took place. Mr. Graham's flirt- 
ing with Tariff Reform even in the 
lightest and airiest manner is bound to 
incur the displeasure of his political 
friends, 


The Covent Garden Strike. 


While the Ministry of Labour was 
negotiating a conference between Covent 
Garden employers and strikers to-day a 
section of the Thames dockers unex- 
pectedly entered into the struggle. This 
is the first move that has been taken by 
any outside body of workers in support 
of the Covent Garden men, and it may 
be the forerunner of another phase in the 
“war ” by enlisting the practical aid of 
railway and transport operatives. The 
dockers refused to handle some 20,000 
cases of fruit which came in by the P. and 
©. liner Ballarat, and, although the move 
seemed to be spontaneous rather than by 
fiat of the union leaders, it may have a 
far-reaching effect, involving Liverpool, 
Bristol, Hull and other ports. The 
Ministry of Labour was unable to effect a 
meeting this afternoon, as a thoroughly 
representative attendance of employers 
could not be secured, but definite arrange- 
ments have now been made for a meeting 
to-morrow of all the principal parties to 
the dispute. At the moment there does 
not apear to be a very conciliatory spirit 
on either side 


Laneashire’s Troubles. 


Beset by strikes on all sides, the country 
is further disturbed by the situation which 
may develop next month in Lancashire. 
The pact. between the cotton trade em- 
ployers and operatives, by which in June, 
1925, payments were stabilised. comes to 
an end on September 24th, when consider- 
able reductions of wages are threatened. 
The last reduction was in 1922, when 50 
per cent. of standard piece prices was taken 
off in two instalments of 40 and 10; but 
from 1915 to that time the operatives had 
received successive advances, one to the 
extent of 70 per cent., totalling in all 210 
per cent., compared with figures prevailing 
before the war. The workers seem to 
have been infected by the prevailing strike 
fever and are organising against any 
attempt to lower wages. They point to 
the slight increase in the index figures of 
the cost of living. It is quite on the 
tapis that there will be trouble in this 
region unless a spirit of compromise 
prevails. 


Americans in Europe. 


Growth of attention in the United States 
to European affairs in the political sense 
is reflected in an increased interest in 
the personal sense. It is estimated that 
no fewer than a quarter of a million 
American tourists have visited Europe 
this summer, and now it is reported from 
New York that another contingent will 
arrive soon. Bookings for winter tours in 
Europe are stated by shipping authorities 
to be heavier than in any previous year. 
Most of the bookings are to this country, 
but the tours are often extended to 
France, Belgium and [faly. Air trans- 
port is popular with these visitors, and 
it has been observed at the Croydon Air 
Station that the majority of the passengers 
on the Continental air services have been 
Americans. 


Busy Railways. 


All the London railway termini are 
working at highest pressure. In addition 
to ordinary traffic, excursion trains run 
in and out all day long, in every case 
packed to their utmost limits. Not in- 
frequently bookings are so heavy that 
supplementary trains have to be im- 
provised hastily to reinforce those 
scheduled. As holiday-makers pour out 
visitors pour in, and the balance of 
numbers apparently is in favour of tho 
latter. Wembley, of course, is the great 
centre of attraction for visitors to the 
Metropolis. Up to and including Satur- 
day no fewer than 10,600,766 passed the 
turnstiles. Of these, 1,389,931 visited the 
Palace of Arts and 1,049,970 the Queen s 
Doll's House; 479,314 people have 
patronised the never-stop railway and 
578,594 have been down the coal mine. 
Performances of the attack on Zeebrugge 
in the Government building theatre has 
been witnessed by 232,761 adults and

Man versus Horse. 


The week's contest between pedestrian 
and horseman at the Crystal Palace is a 
somewhat unusual type of race in this 
country, Charles Hart the long-distance 
runner, who is in his sixtieth year, covered 
76 miles in the first day, while Arthur 
Nightingall, the veteran jockey, mounted 
on Big Ben, only travelled 67 miles. The 
track is a third of a mile in circumference, 
and the winner will be the one who has 
covered the greatest distance at the end 
of six days of ten hours each. In the 
first hour the horse trotted ten miles. 
Hart was a mile behind, but he assumed 
the lead at the end of five hours, the 
figures being miles and 38 miles 
respectively. Nightingall has ridden three

U.S. ADMIRAL’S STRANGE 
THEORY. 


WILLIAMSTOWN (U.S.A.), Tuesday. 

Rear-Admiral Rodgers, of the United 
States Navy, speaking at the Institute of 
Politics to-day; stated that Great Britain 
dominated the League of Nations and the 
commerce of the world, and had inspired the 
Washington Conference in order to prevent 
the United States from having a sufficiently 
strong Navy to protect its merchant marine, 
which could compete with England’s. 
“Our limitation of armaments of three 
years ago, said the Admiral, “ played into 
England’s hands; and, indeed, she originated 
it. She does not wish us to interfere with 
her, as our national] growth might permit us 
to do. It was the competition of our merchant 
fleet with that of Great Britain which she 
hoped indirectly to limit by direct action 
upon our Navy. It is not to be thought that 
she was contemplating the rivalry of the 
Navies as the primary issue. 

‘Regarding the prospective international 
loan to Germany, it is alleged that American 
bankers are waiting for England to take the 
initiative. If such is the case let us reflect 
how far it may be explained by the ability 
of England to control the commerce by which 
Germany will pay her reparations, and thus

COURT DISMISSES 
MAHON’S APPEAL.

The Lord Chief faim aw yee oe 
and Branson, in the Court, riminal Ap- 
1, London, yesterday, heard the appeal of 
atrick Mahon against his conviction and 
sentence to death for the murder of Emily 
Beilby Kaye at a bungalow on the Crumbles, 
near Eastbourne, in Apri last. ' 

Mr. T. Gates, for the prisoner, said that 
the grounds of appeal were that the Fe 
was wrong in directing that women sho d 
not serve on the jug, aad that, the jury had 
been misdirected. summing up, he said, 
omitted many. points that were in favour of 
the prisoner. Counsel stated the circum- 
stances of the murder, and pointed out that, 
after the woman's death, not only was the 
head burnt, but the left leg was missing. 
The knife and saw were purchased openly, the 
knife because the prisoner thought that there 
was no carving knife in the house, and the 
saw to deal with a lock, The first ground of 
appeal was that the judge at the trial failed 
to point out the death of the woman might 
have been accidental. The passport was put 


in by the defence to show that a pub

was procured, and for no other purpose. T 
was nothing in the nature of the ease to pre- 
vent women from sitting on the jury. 

The Lord Chief Justice pointed out that 
the Act gave the judge judicial discretion in 
the matter. Did counsel say he failed to 
exercise his discretion judicially ? 

Mr. Gates submitted that the judge did 
not exercise his discretion judicially. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Swift, counsel sub. 
mitted that if women had been on the jury 
they would have understood the relationship 
hetween the two better than men. This 
action of the judge was an irregularity, and 
amounted to a mis-trial. Counsel urged that 
there was no evidence at all to show that the 
death of the woman was immediate, but that 
there was evidence that prisoner's statement 
was true, and that the death was an acci- 
dental one after a struggle. The prisoner 
never admitted that the woman died at his 
hands, and the judge was wrong im 
saying so to the jury in his summing 
up. In many points in the case, 
counse] said, the judge decided the facts him- 
self and did not leave them to the jury. The 
jury saw the coa] cauldron and handled it, 
It was rickety and old. 

The Lord. Chief Justice printes out that the 
prisoner himeelf said that he bought the knife 
and the saw after the death of the woman,, 
but later evidence showed that they were 
bought before her death. 

Mr. Gates said that the date of the pur- 
chase was of great importance because of the 
weight that the prosecution placed upon the 
evidence. It was a mistake made by the 
prisoner, and only one of the errors that 
prisoner made. 

Dealing with the axe. counsel said that for 
the judge to say that if the axe was used to 
strike the woman it would account for its 
breaking, was a finding he had no right to 
make. The St effect of these mis- 
directions by the judge |was that the prisonerg 
had lost the opportunity of having his case 
put properly before the} jury, and, therefore, 
there was a substantial miscarriage of justice. 

THE JUDGMENT. 

The Lord Chief Justice, reviewing the facts 
of the case, said that after his arrest the 
prisoner made a statement that they quarrelled 
and that the woman fell on the coal scuttle 
and died, Here it was obvious that the 
prisoner, in getting rid of the head of the 
woman, got r'l of the obvious injuries *hat 
led to the woman's death. There was ample 
and overwhelming evidence that this man had 
murdered this woman, most ingeniously con- 
triving, first of all, to get rid of her money, 
and then to conceal from her relatives her 
whereabouts to allay any suspicions they 
might have. 

ith regard to the question of the Judge’s 
excluding women from serving on the jury, 
his lordship thought that the judge could 
properly so order. The Court were of opinion 
that there was no misdirection of the jury. 
With regard to the passport, the point was 
almost cynical, as it was allowed to be put in 
at the express request of the prisoner. The 
prisoner's case was fairly and fully put before 
the jury. This was a most cruel and repulsive 
and carefully planned murder. Prisoner had 
been found guilty after a perfectly fair trial, 
and only the fact that it was a capital case 
prevented him from saying that this appeal 
was frivolous and a waste of time. The appeal 
would be dismissed.

SURRENDERED TO BRITISH 
' AUTHORITIES, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sunday. 
The Turkish Vali, of Hakkiari, who was 
recently captured by brigands, alleged by 
the Turks to be Assyrian Christians, has been 
surrendered by them to the British authorities 
in Iraq and taken to Bagdad.

INCREASED CONSUMPTÍON IN 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


The first téa auction following the holiday 
period showed the market strong and active, 
and the tendency of prices to rise is supported 
by the statistical position. 

The latest Board of Trade returns give im- 
perts to the end of July around 230,500,000ib., 
against 210,200,000Ib. last year, while home 
consumption amounted to 233,600,000lb., 
against 230,700,000lb. In view of the en- 
couragement given to tea drinking by the 
Budget, the increase in home consumption i 
surprisingly small, and one has to look to the 
export statistics to discover the real cause of 
the strength of the ma. Exports so far 
this year amount, to as much as 42,750,0001b., 
being over 10,000,0001b. \larger than in the 
corresponding period of 1923 and 20,000,000Ib. 
above 1922. 

The recent- active campaign in the United 
States to increase tea drinking appears to 
have had material results, exports to 
the United States for seven months 
amounting to 2,689,000lb. in the case of 
British East Indian, against 1,676,000)b. in 
the previous year, the corresponding figures 
for Ceylon being 5,390,000lb., compared with 
5,810,000lb. Perhaps, however, the country 
that is most interesting when considering the 
tea position is Russia.

Dealing with the subject of “ Self-Interest : 
A Business Problem,”’ at the Drapers’

DERRICK WASHED ASHORE 


AT ROCHE’S POINT. , 


The inquiry into the circumstances attend- 
ing the loss of the City of Cork Steam 
Packet Company's steamship Lismore, which 
foundered when about sixteen miles off the 
Hook Head, County Wexford, on the 10th 
July last, was resumed yesterday in No, ó 
Court, Dublin Castle. 

Mr. George P. Cussen, LL.B., District 

' Justice, assisted by Captain Louis Brady and 
Captain J. H. Webb, Master Mariners; Mr. 
rF. G. Millar, Marine Engineer, and Mr. W. 
3. Mares, Naval Architect, constituted the 


Oourt of Inquiry. 

Mr. A. E. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. 
Costello (instructed by the Chief State 
Golicitor) appeared for the Department oí 
Industry and Commerce, at whose instance the 
inquiry was held. 

Mr. E. J. Smyth, B.L., represented the 
Department of Transport and Marine. 

Mr. A. K. Overend, K.C. (instracted by 
Messrs. D. and T. Fitzgerald) appeared for 
the owners of the ss. Lismore; and Mr. J. J. 
Horgan, solicitor, Cork, appeared for the 
owner of 271 head of cattle, which went down 
with the vessel. 

Mr. E. J. Smyth (Department of Transport’ 
and Marine) stated that the derrick which was 
washed ashore at Roche’s Point on July 12th 
was 51 feet in length. It seemed to have been 
a considerable time in the water. Since the 
inquiry opened a lifebelt, bearing the name 


Lismore, and a number of packing-cases, 
bearing the name of Henry Ford and Sons, 
Cork, had also been washed ashore at the 
Wexford coast. 

Mr. Thomas O'Donnell, Superintending 


Officer of the Department of Agriculture at 
Cork, gave evidence that he had inspected the 
ship on the 26th of June, and on the 10th 
July he again boarded her. He saw some 
cargo in No. Lhold, and some of it was stowed 
on the ballast tanks, Mr. Perry (the super- 
cargo) told him eo were from Ford's, 
and there was a very large quantity of it. No. 
1 hold was not full then. 

Mr. McGovern, an assistant to last witness, 
= evidence that the regulations of the} 
epartment concerning the loading of cattle 
were properly carried out. There were 271 
head of cattle, and of these only two, which 
were bulls, were tied. I 
Mr. Hubert Morris, Superintendent En- 
gineer, City of Cork Steam Packet Company, 
stated that he was on board the Lismore for 
twenty-five minutes on the afternoon of the 
10th July, before she sailed. There was no 
complaint whatever made then about the 
scuppers. The only thing said about them 
was that they were working freely. 

Mr. Swayne—Were you told that one of 
Ford’s mechanics had to be employed the 
“Ógh day to clear one of the scuppers? 

iat is entirely wrong, and a mistake has 
been made. On the doth June the captain 
reported to me that the middle port scupper 
was not working freely, and I had a his

Replying to further questions, he said that 
the scuppers in this ship were less liable to 
choke than the ordinary scuppers; but all! 
Bcuppers were liable to choke. 

Asked if he had any reason to give why the 
ship went over, he said that it was a com- 
plete mystery, and he could not give any 
probable reason for the disaster. A thousand 
conjectures might be made in regard to the 
matter, and might be wrong. 

Answering Mr. Overend, he said that he 
was present at the trials of the ship, and she 
was satisfactory in every respect. Captain 
Sale was a steady, sober, capable man. 

Mr. Francis Coutts, foreman in the Cattle 


Department of the City of Cork 
Steam Packet Company, gave evidence 
of having superintended the loading 


of the cattle and everything was carried out 
according to regulations. 

Denis Crowley, assistant stevedore in the 
employment of the owners of the Lismore 
stated that, when the vessel was loaded up at 
6.50 on the evening of the 10th July, she could 
not take any more cargo as there was no 
room on board. 

Captain McClegmehan, of the City of Cork 
Steam Packet Co., stated he took over the ss. 
Lismore from her builders in Ardrossan, and 
was present during her trials with the owners’ 
marine engineer and superintendent. During 
her trials over a sixteen mile course every- 
thing proved satisfactory. He took her to 
Manchester and she showed no tendency to 
list when going up the Canal. In his opinion, 
she was a properly constructed and sound ship 
and answered her helm without any unusual 
list. She was built specially for the Wexford 
trade, being of lighter draft and of greater 
beam than was úsual in ships of her size. He 
did not notice that she was in any way a 
tender ship and against a strong tide or wind 
oe would not take more than the ordinary 

st. 

Mr. Costello—Was she a ship that required 
delicate adjustment of cargo to keep her 
stable No; so long as the ordinary rules of 
loading were observed, 

Can you give any explanation 
foundering of the vessel? No, I cannot. 

It is very strange that on the first occasion 
when her cargo was placed on her upper fore 
and aft decks she foundered? lt is, 

Would the deck cargo account for it? Not 
if there was a counter weight in the holds. 

Answering further questions he said that he 
had four able seamen to work the ship when 
he took her over. That was a sufficient 
number, but he could have done with more, 
because with extra men they could look after 
the cleaning of the ship. 

Would you agree with Carney that, if extra 
able seamen were on board, the chance of 
saving the vessel would have been greater? 
1 do not, 

To Mr. Overend—He would not attach 
much importance to a list of one degree in a 
cargo boat. Captain Sale was a careful and 
capable man. The blowing of the whistle was 
the signal for all hands to come on deck. 

The President—Does it not strike you that 
something should have been done to right the 
ship between the hours of eight and 12 mid- 
night’? It does. 

Can you assist the court in any way? I 
think they must have been doing something 
between those hours when there was two feet 
six of water op her decks. They must have 
been trying to get her up again. They pro- 
bably shifted the cattle. 

The President—What would you have done 
in such circumstances? I would get her to the 
shore as soon as I could; if I could not do 
that, and if there was a sea I would put her 
head to it. If she was sinking, I would put 
the cattle overboard; and if there was an 
danger, I would call all hands on deck an 
get the boats out. i 

Would you have gone to sea in the Lismore 
with her cargo stowed as it was? Yes. 

The inquiry was adjourned till 2 o'clock to-

At Kilkenny District Court yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Little, District Justice, Philip Leahy 
and James Daly, both of Coolagh, near Callan, 
were charged with the murder of Guard 
Henry Phelan a native of Mountrath, Queens 
County, at Mullinahone, Co. Tipperary, on 
the 14th of November, 1922. 

Dr. Crotty, State Solicitor, said that Guard 
Phelan and two others entered a publichouse 
at Mullinahone, and while they were there 
three men entered the shop. One of them 
drew a revolver. raised his hand, and fired, 
killing Guard Phelan. The name of the man 
who fired the shot was known, but he was 
not before the court at present.

Guard Thomas Flood, Kilkenny, stated 
that on November 14th he, with Guards 

Phelan and Irwin, went to Mullinahone. They 
entered Mullaly’s publichouse in the main 

street, at about 3.35 p.m.

A warrant for the arrest of Luis Firpo, 
é“ the wild bull of the Pampas,”’ on a charge 
of perjury, arising outof his recent testimony 
at Ellis Island concerning his connection with 
the Argentine young woman, Bianca Lourdes, 
has been gained from Commissioner Hitch- 
cock by Mr. Canon Chase, President of the 
New York Civic League. 

The complainant alleges that the boxer, 
Firpo, made several false statements under 
oath, the chief amongst them being his asser- 
tion that he had only a casual acquaintance 
with Bianca Lourdes, when, in fact, he knew 
her intimately. 

The woman was denied admission to the 
United States at the time of the hearing at 
Ellis Island, but Firpo was permitted to 
land. Firpo is now training for his fight 
with Harry Wills on September 11. 

Tex Rickards, the boxing promoter, who 
brought Firpo from South America for this 
fight, declares that the warrant for the 
boxer’s arrest is the result of his (Rickard’s) 
refusal to contribute to the Civic League. 

This charge was laughed at by Mr. Chase, 
who insists that Firpo shall deported.
